W a s h in g to n , Jan. 13.—Most vigor­ 
ous and 
sensational testimony was 
given before the war investigating com­ 
mission by Commissary General Eagan 
who, appearing unexpectedly to meet 
the allegations against the beef issues 
in the war, vigorously arraigned Major 
General Miles, commanding the army. 
He read his testimony from a long w rit­ 
ten statement. 
General Eagan referred to the fact 
that General Miles had refused to be 
sworn and commented on the fact that 
he was only one of 500 witnesses who 
had so refused. 
General Kagan said he 
himself preferred to be sworn. 
General Kagan began by calling a t­ 
t e n t i o n to General Miles’ appointment 
of Major John D. Blaek, a civilian, as 
bis chief of staff, and said that this 
was largely responsible for tile trouble 
that followed. 
He said that Major 
Black had been furnished $5,000 before 
S ta r l in g for Porto Rico and that he had 
apparently not known enough to pro­ 
vide himself a checkhook aud had not 
left his signature with the secretary of 
the treasury nor made any other prepa­ 
ration for availing himself of the funds 
at his command. 
There were experienced disbursing 
officers in the island who had in the 
aggregate over $400,000 in their posses­ 
sion aud yet General Miles had com­ 
plaint d that there were no paymasters 
in the island so that the soldiers had 
no money with which to buv food for 
themselves. 
General Miles had then 
called on the department to put $50,000 
more in the hands of Major Black, aud 
this General Eagan declined to do, put­ 
ting $10,000 to Major Black’s credit in 
New York.

The principal contests, those which 
will attract attention and bring out, hard 
w orking politicians in all parts of the 
county, are those for the office of sheriff 
and common pleas judge. 
They are im ­ 
portant and well paying positions, and 
the men who have already announced 
their intention 
to seek 
the 
places 
guarantee a hard fight. The representa­ 
tive m atter is not yet exciting much in­ 
terest although a num ber of candidates 
have expressed their desire to fill the 
place occupied by Hon. P. M. Ashford, 
of Salineville. W arfare in th at direction 
m ay develop later. 
The candidates for sheriff announced 
to the present are J. E. McDonald, East 
L iverpool; Samuel Noragan, W ellsville; 
Dick Albright, East P alestin e; Deputy 
Sheriff W alter Supplee, Lisbon. 
J. E. McDonald is the well-known 
attorney whose connection w ith the 
bridge company aud the practice of his 
profession in the county has given him a 
w ide acquaintance. He has been in poli­ 
tics for a num ber of years, and his Re­ 
publicanism is unquestioned. 
He is ex­ 
pected to poll a good vote not only in 
his home city, but in W ellsville and 
other parts of the county w here he is 
well known. 
Samuel Noragan, of 
W ellsville, is 
road forem an of engines of the Cleve­ 
land and Pittsburg railroad, and is ac­ 
quainted w ith railroad men throughout 
this part of the state. Mr. Noragan was 
almost a candidate before. 
It is under­ 
stood th at his canvass this tim e has 
already extended among the men em ­ 
ployed on all lines iii the county. 
Dick Albright, the well-known East 
Palestine potter, was formerly a resi­ 
dent of this city, and is well known 
here. 
His strength, it is believed here, 
lies m ainly in the northern part of the 
county where much work has been done 
in his behalf.

In this case, iio wever, the ‘‘peg legs” 
were made up o f street fakirs who so ld 
lead pencils, blacking, thread and o ther 
small wares, but who in reality ado pted 
this means to beg. 
Their membership 
numbered 27, and their clubro o m was 
in the Bennethum building, a blo ck 
fro m the West Ho use, in the center o f 
the city. 
J im m y Ho rn was the president. 
He 
lo st bis leg under a Lackaw’anna engine 
in Ho bo ken. Fo r three years he has been 
dealing in lead pencils, two fo r 5. 
Ho 
has an inventio n o f a *‘no isele.ss peg 
leg” o f rubber, but never had mo ney 
eno ugh to push it. 
Arthur Sackley is 
secretary. 
He lo st his leg in Harlem 
under a 
New Yo rk Central 
freight 
train, and fo r five years has been dev el­ 
o ping the sho estring and razo r stro p 
trade. Every mernber lo st a leg in v ari­ 
o us accidents, principally o n railro ads. 
All had ‘‘peg legs.” It was o ne o f the 
requirements o f the club to have that 
.so rt o f artificial leg. Recently the mem­ 
bers W’ere very diso rderly at their ro und 
table sittings. 
The o wner o f the build­ 
ing, Mr. 
Bennethum, was unable to 
make them keep still. 
They rented the 
ro o m fo r a club o f quiet peo ple. 
It 
pro ved to be just the o ppo site. 
The po ­ 
lice were into rmed, and they raided the 
place. 
J immy Murphy o f New Yo rk tried 
to get away, and Po licemau W ickel, in 
the midst o f the cro wded and fashio na­ 
ble tho ro ughfare o f So uth Fifth street, 
fired at Murphy and put a bullet bo le 
clean thro ugh his right thigh. Murphy 
was sent to St. J o seph’s ho spital. 
One 
o f the members said: 
‘‘We o rganized abo ut six mo nths ago . 
Many peddlers have no place to spend 
their evenings where there’s no trade, 
so we started this club. 
We wanted no 
fly peo ple. 
So we decided to have o ne 
legged men, and we christened her the 
‘peg leg .’ One night several guests, no t 
members, created a ro w 
They rushed 
the gro wler to o much, and we were 
pulled. We have as much right to have 
a club as any o ther set o f men. 
I was 
in the sho estring line, but trade is dull. 
A do zen o f us had a mess to o urselves, 
and enjo yed club life very W’ell uutil 
o utsiders spo iled it all. 
If we ever re­ 
o rganize, we shall bar guests. I ’m so rry 
fo r the yo ung fello w who go t sho t. 
He 
was an o rderly fello w and bad just 
dro pped in after the raid when ho was 
taken into custo dy.”

erect or cause to be erected fire escapes 
open all buildings over two stories in 
height by giving due notice to such 
owners It shall be the duty of the mayor, 
personally, or by the marshal to ex­ 
amine such factories, workshops, tene­ 
ments 
once a year and report all 
violations of section 2578 and 2574 to 
the council of such city where proceed­ 
ings shall be commenced without un ­ 
necessary delay against the person so 
offending, and said mayor or marshal or 
snch person appointed as inspector by 
the mayor shall be entitled to receive 
for said notices and said examination 
such fees as the council may by ordi­ 
nance provide.”

THE PEG LEG CLUB. 


M e m b e r * o f a Q u e e r O r g a n iz a tio n In 
H e a d in g . l*a., S e n t to J a il. 
Mayo* Weidel of Reading, Pa., the 
other night ordered a raid on the “ Peg 
Leg club, 
aud the next day sent a 
dozen of the members to jail for 30 and 
GO days for disorderly conduct. 
The 
peg legs 
are mostly one legged beg­ 
gars, their artificial limbs being the old 
time wooden stump and strap, familiar 
at railroad crossings iu many towns. 
In this case, however, the “ peg legs” 
were made up of street fakirs who sold 
lead pencils, blacking, thread aud other 
small wares, hut who in reality adopted 
this means to beg. 
Their membership 
numbered 27, aud their clubroom was 
in the Bennethum building, a block 
from the West House, in the center of 
the city. 
Jim m y Horn was the president. 
He 
lost bis leg under a Lackawanna engine 
in Hoboken. For three years he has been 
dealing in lead pencils, two for 5. 
Ile 
i 
has an invention of a ‘‘noiseless peg 
leg” of rubber, but never had money 
enough to push it. 
Arthur Sackley is 
secretary. 
He lost his leg in Harlem 
under a 
New York Central freight 
train, and for five years has been devel­ 
oping the shoestring aud razor strop 
trade. Every member lost a leg in vari­ 
ous accidents, principally on railroads. 
All had ‘‘peg legs.” It was one of the 
requirements of the club to have that 
sort of artificial leg. Recently the mem­ 
bers were very disorderly at their round 
table sittings. 
The owner of the build­ 
ing, Mr. Bennethum, was unable to 
make them keep still.

All the lights had been extinguished. 
Order, however, was.maintaiued with 
severity and offenders were promptly 
snot. 
One of the Arizona’s boats, manned 
by soldiers, was carried by the ebb tide 
to Quimaraes Island aud while attempt­ 
ing to laud there armed natives assem­ 
bled on the beach and compelled the 
Americans to retire. 
The Filipinos refused to have any 
dealings with the Americans, vege­ 
tables and fruit were not obtainable, 
business was suspended and the ware­ 
houses were full of rotting sugar. 
At Manna Hie situation was critical, 
but pacification was possible, in spite of 
tile unyielding attitude of tile Filipinos. 
It was reported that the rebel govern­ 
ment at Malalos was willing tiiat the 
Americans should establish a protector­ 
ate, ou the condition that they promised 
to give the Filipinos absolute independ­ 
ence within a stated time.

Berry, and Senator Tel­ 
ler joining with the forces in opposition 
to the motion. The discussion over this 
point hinged entirely \ p »n fin* c o n t e n ­ 
tion on the one hand that the public was 
entitled lo Know what was taking place 
iii the disposition of so important a 
question as tile ratification of tile peace 
treaty and on the (aller that the debate 
was sure to develop facts and call forth 
utterances which should not be given to 
other nai ions. 
Senator Gray announced himself as a 
supporter of the treaty, admitting how­ 
ever, that at tile beginning lie had some 
misgivings as to the policy involved. 
Still there could be no two opinions on 
tile general question of surrendering 
the islands back to Spain, aud with this 
question disposed of in the negative it 
only remained for the United States to 
take at least temporary control of the 
islands. 
Senator Teller’s speech was a more 
pronounced declaration for American 
sovereignty in the islands and was a 
zealous plea for the recognition of our 
right a s a nation to make conquest and 
to hold the country taken, 
tie would 
award the natives fair treatment. 
Senator Hawley asked for action upon 
the nomination of General Wherry, 
saying that it was urgent, because it 
was designed that General Wherry 
should go to the Philippines aud that 
he should proceed there as soon as prac- 
Jicable. 
This remark was seized upon 
by the opposition senators as a text for 
criticism of tile policy or sending troops 
to tho^e islands ut present. 
Senators Hale and Hoar announced 
themselves openly during the session as 
determined to vote against the treaty, 
and while the discu>siou was in progress 
a number of Democratic senators held 
a conference for the purpose of deciding 
upon a course of autagoni.-m calculated 
to secure its defeat.

violations of section 2573 and 2574 to 
the council of such city w here proceed­ 
ings shall be com menced w ithout un­ 
necessary delay against the person so 
offending, and said mayor or marshal or 
such person appointed as inspector bv 
the mayor shall be entitled to receive 
for said notices and said examination 
such fees as the council may by ordi­ 
nance provide.”

The candidates for sheriff announced 
to the present are J. E. McDonald, East 
Liverpool; Samuel Noragan, W ellsville; 
Dick Albright, East Palestine ; Deputy 
Sheriff W alter Supplee, Lisbon. 
J. E. McDonald is the well-known 
attorney whose connection with the 
bridge company and the practice of his 
profession in the county has given him a 
wide acquaintance. He has been in poli­ 
tics for a number of years, and his Re­ 
publicanism is unquestioned. 
He is ex­ 
pected to poll a good vote not only in 
his home city, but in Wellsville and 
other parts of the county where he is 
well known. 
Samuel Noragan, of 
Wellsville, is 
road foreman of engines of the Cleve­ 
land and Pittsburg railroad, and is ac­ 
quainted with railroad men throughout 
this part of the state. Mr. Noragan was 
almost a candidate before. 
It is under­ 
stood that his canvass this time has 
already extended among the men em ­ 
ployed on all lines iii the county. 


Dick Albright, the well-known East 
Palestine potter, was formerly a resi­ 
dent of this city, and is well known 
here. 
His strength, it is believed here, 
lies mainly in the northern part of the 
county where much work has been done 
in his behalf. 
The last candidate on the list is 
Deputy Sheriff Walter Supplee, who has 
been office man for Sheriff (till since 
that official assumed his position at 
Lisbon 
He, too, is from this place, and 
was for a number of years connected 
with the citv as policeman. It is under­ 
stood that his canvass has not as yet 
progressed as far as some of the others 
in the race, although men acquainted 
with county politics say all are ad­ 
vanced farther than is usual at this time 
of a campaign.

ber of years, being recognised as a 
leader in the northern part of the county, 
but has never held office. Judge Moore 
served the county as probate judge, as 
did Judge P. 0. Young. 
In some quar­ 
ters tho opinion is expressed that the 
last named gentlemen being from the 
county seat will tend to lessen the 
strength of each, while Mr. Hole will 
gain because it has been many years 
since the northern part of the county has 
been represented on the common pleas 
bench. 
There have been rumors of the 
withdrawal 
of 
one 
Lisbon 
aspir­ 
ant, but they have not been verified. 
As in the fight for sheriff there is possi­ 
bility aud he, too, is a Lisbon man, be­ 
ing none other than O. S. Speaker, for­ 
mer county prosecutor, but now prac­ 
ticing law at the county seat. 
Mr. 
Speaker has many friends throughout 
the oounty who would like to see him 
in the field, but as yet he has not an ­ 
nounced his candidacy. 
Rumor, how­ 
ever. connects his name with the office. 
When the number and character of 
the candidates are considered there is 
little cause for wonder that men who 
know politics and particularly the poli­ 
tics of this oouuty, anticipate a hard 
fought contest before primary day.

Mayor Bough w ill w ithin the next 
feW v eeks. it is said, m ake an inspec­ 
tion of all buildings over tw o stories in 
height for the purpose of ascertaining 
if the fire escape law is being enforced.

during his term of 
office but for the past few years no in ­ 


f e c t i o n s have been made. 
There are 


a n u m b er of buildings that come under 
the law, and a fine ranging from $50 to 


1100 is allotted to each offense. 
The 


fo llo w in g is the law relating to fire 
escapes. 
• •It shall be the duty of the mayor of 
each city to require the owner or agent 
of any factory, workshop, tenement, inn 
or public house within the city limits to 
erect or cause to be erected fire escapes 
upon all buildings over two stories in 
height by giving due notice to such 
owners It shall be the duty of the mayor, 
personally, or by the marshal to ex­ 
amine such factories, workshops, tene­ 
ments 
once a year and report all 
violations of section 2573 and 2574 to 
the council of such city where proceed­ 
ings shall be commenced without on- 
flecessary delay against the person so 
offending, aud said mayor or marshal or 
such person appointed as inspector by 
the mayor shall be entitled to receive 
for said notices and said examination 
such fees as the council may by ordi­ 
nance provide.”

T H E PEG LEG CLUB. 


Member* of a Queer ftrRI,n ita lia n In 
H eading. Ha., Sent to Jail. 
Mayoe Weidel of Reading, Pa., the 
other night ordered a raid on the ‘‘Peg 
Leg club, 
aud the next day sent a 
dozen of the members to jail for 30 and 
60 days for disorderly conduct. 
The 
“ peg legs” are mostly one legged beg­ 
gars, their artificial limbs being the old 
time wooden stump aud strap, fam iliar 
at railroad crossings in many towns. 
In this case, however, the “ peg legs” 
were made up of street fakirs who sold 
lead pencils, blacking, thread and other 
small wares, but who in reality adopted 
this means to beg. 
Their membership 
numbered 27, and their clubroom was 
in the Benuethum building, a block 
from the West House, in the center of 
the city. 
Jim m y Horn was the president. 
He 
lost his leg under a Lackawanna engine 
in Hoboken. For three years he has been 
dealing in lead pencils, two for 5. 
Ho 
has an invention of a “ uoisele 
leg ” of rubber, but never had 
enough to push it. 
Arthur Sackley is 
secretary. 
He lost his leg in Harlem 
under 
a 
New York Central 
freight 
train, and for five years bas been devel­ 
oping the shoestring and razor strop 
trade. Every member lost a leg in vari­ 
ous accidents, principally on railroads. 
All had ‘‘peg legs.” It was one of the 
requirements of the club to have that 
sort of artificial leg. Recently the mem­ 
bers wore very disorderly at their round 
table sittings. 
The owner of the build­ 
ing, Mr. Bennethum, was unable to 
make them keep still. 
They rented the 
room for a club of quiet people. 
It 
proved to be just the opposite. 
The po­ 
lice were informed, and they raided the 
place. 
Jim m y Morphy of New York tried 
to get away, aud Policeman W ickel, in 
the midst of the crowded aud fashiona­ 
ble thoroughfare of South Fifth street, 
fired at Murphy and put a bullet hole 
clean through his right thigh. 
Murphy 
was sent to St. Joseph's hospital. 
One 
of the mem hers said: 
‘‘We organized about six months ago. 
Many peddlers have no place to spend 
their evenings where there’s no trade, 
so we started this club. 
WTe wanted no 
fly people. 
So we decided to have one 
legged men, and we christened her the 
‘peg leg .’ One night several guests, not 
members, created a row. 
They rushed 
the growler too much, and we were 
pulled. We have as much right to have 
a club as any other set of men. 
I was 
in the shoestring line, but trade is dull. 
A dozen of us had a mess to ourselves, 
and enjoyed club life very w ell until 
outsiders spoiled it all. 
If we ever re­ 
organize, we shall barguests. I ’m sorry 
for the young fellow who got shot. 
He 
was an orderly fellow aud had just 
dropped in after the raid when ho was 
taken into custody.” — New Y'ork Sun.
